Bevjamiv, a Stony Indian from 
Alaxander’s reserve, was sworn snd 
said that during Awgust be went from 
Lac La Nonne to the Athabasca at 
old Fort Assiviboine to hunt moose 
At the Fort he saw two white men, 
the prisoner was one asd recogaized 
as one and the piture-of Hayward as 
that of theother. Hayward had asked 
in English what witn ss would charge 
to ferry them and their outfit across 
the river. Witness had answered 
three dollars for wiica sum he took 
them acros: the river. He had made 
an entry in his book of the time as the 
men had saii they would be back 
there in fifty days. Hs named many
